ney both by Sea and Land, as ſhall be molt conuenient, as allo that you by whom he ſhall paſſe , might 
the rather bee moned to relieve him by your Chriſtian Charitie:So ſhall you lay vp your Trealure in hea» 
uen, and binde this poore man to pray for your ſatetie continually.
